WASHINGTON, June 21.—Cuban reci- 
procity, either by legislation or treaty, is 
impossible at this session of Congress. The 
difficulties in the way of carry! ing out the 
administration comes are at present insur- 
mountable. 

The President may yet determine*to go 
@ step further and cal! the Senate together 


for further consideration of the treaty. 

These matters of detail are yet to be ar- 
ranged by the Presiden:. If he follows the 
counsel of administration leaders in the 
Senate he will do nothing until next winter. 

The ratification of a reciprocity treaty 
Can only be iccomplished now by the aid 
of Democratic votes. It will require 59 sen- 
ators to make the treaty operative. It is 
certain the Democrats will not vote for 
ratification. until after the fall elections. 
They desire =o cause the Republicans all 
the trouble possible. The Democrats favor 
reciprocity as a step in the direction of 
free trade, but they more strongly advo- 
cate general -ariff revision. By refusing 
ratification to a Cuban reciprocity treaty 
the Democrats hope to force the tariff re- 
vision. 

Some senators, among them Mr. Fora- 
ker, think the commercial treaty should be 

ratified by the Cuban Congress before be- 
ing sert to the Senate. In that way all 
possibility of friction between the two re- 
publics would be minimized. 

It is a significant fact that fourteen 
reciprocity treaties have been before the 
Senate awaiting ratification for more than 
two years and no action has been attempt- 
ed on one of them 

For the first time since the reciprocity 
struggle has been in progress one of the 
beet sugar leaders today severely criti- 
cised President Rooseve't. This was Sen- 
ator Elkins. He compared Mr. Roosevelt 
with Mr. McKinley and Mr. Harrison in 
a rather sharp manner. 

“The reciprocity with Cuba now asked is 
not the reciprocity advocated by Blaine, 
Harrison and McKinley,”’ said he. “Nel 
ther one of these great statesmen wold 
ever have advocated reducing the tariff on 

‘a few articles to the injury of any Ameri- 
can industry and calling it reciprocity. 
McKinley would never have done so, and

MELON TIME IN GEORGIA 


Thousands of Acres of the Luscious 
Gourd Ready for Picking and 
Shipment. 


ALBANY. Ga., June 21.—The estimated 
crop of cantaloupes in southwest Georgia 
is 230 cars. The first of these will go for- 
ward about the middle of next week, but 
in the meantime a good many thousand 
melons will be shipped by express. Albany 
will ship nearly a hundred cars, the field 
controlled by local planters being distrib- 
uted along four lines of railway for a dis- 
tance of nearly 15 miles from this point. 
One Albany firm has 2000 acres under cul- 
tivation, and other operators have planted 
on nearly as extensive a scale. 

The outlook for both cantaloupe and 
watermelons could not be brighter. The 
crop is in splendid condition, and the yield 
will be large. Weather has been uninter- 
ruptedly propitious. and the indications are 
— the fruit will grade up better than in

He says he ig required to listen 
to all kinds of heart-rending tales, and is 
confronted with schemes and questionable 
prepositions from claimants, who assume 
a stand-and-deliver attitude in applying 
for pension allowances. Commissioner 
Ware dined with the President a few 
nights ago, and the President, it is said, 
asked the new ccmmissioner how he liked 
his new position up to date. 

“It ig less tempting now than it was 
when { connented to take the place,”’ he 
replied, “but I have hopes that it will be- 
come less disagreal:le as I become better 
acquainted with the class of customers | 
have to deal with.” 

“That is a very cncouraging way to look 
at it.” said the President. “The chances 
are, however, that the longer you serve 
the more difficulties you will have to eme 
counter.” 

It is said that the President's reply some- 
what pugzled the commissioner, and the lat- 
ter was confused as to whether it was an 
indjrect request for his resignation. All 
doubt on that subject was removed a mo- 
ment later when the President recalled an 
incident of the first interview they had, 
when the place was tendered to Col. Ware.

Poe Was a 

Practical Joker. 

“There was no practical joke that Poe 
would not play on those he disliked. He 
showed considerable poetical genius when 


at West Point and often indulged in dog- 
gerel which reflected upon some of the 
professors and officers he disliked. He 
would have me copy his verses with my 
left hand so as to evade suspicion as to 
their authorship, and these were posted in 
some conspicuous place about the college. 
I being the younger was easily led and 
Poe would often have me take the jead 
in his jokes. 

‘There was one professor for whom Poe 
had a particular dislike. His name ws 
Locke, and it seems that the spirit of {!l- 
feeling was mutual, for Locke never failed 
to take advantage of every opportunity to, 
as Poe termed it, ‘do him dirt.’

In 1870, Charles Sumner, pedantic in his hates as in his 
loves, said in the Senate that Gen. Robert E, Lee might 
safely be left to “the avenging pen of history.” 

Another son of Massachusetts in 1902 proposes a statue 
to this man, to be erected by the nation. 

History is getting ready to take up the pen of vengeance. 

“Wrong as he may have been,” said Mr, Adams in his 
Chicago oration, “and as he was proved by events in these 
tespects, the Confederate had many great and generous qual- 
ties; he also was brave, chivalrous, selfsacrificing, sincere 
and patriotic. So I look forward with confidence to the 
time when they, too, will be represented in our national pan- 
theon. * * * When that time comes Lee’s monument 
will be educational—it will typify the historical appreciation 
of all that goes to make up the loftiest type of character, 
military and civjc, exemplified in an opponent, once dreaded 
but ever respected.” 

Warmer words were never uttered by any son of the South. 

Blinded to the lofty character of the Confederate general 
by the bloody events in which he took part, Charles Sumner 
in 1870 could see no fate for him but eternal infamy. After 
thirty years the fog of passion has lifted and Charles Francis 
Adams sees, or thinks he sees, the man’s true character. 

Nations build monuments to men, not for what. thev do. 
but for what they are. Historians try to account for Wash- 
jington and Lincoln by reciting their deeds. But their deeds 
do not fill up the measure of their power while on earth nor 
justify their fame after death. Men like these effect results 
by force of personality behind and above the intellect which 
conceives the act and the will which executes it. It is an in- 
fluence which defies analysis, loving, lovable, impalpable. ir- 
resistible.

Both genders being duly authenticated as the best of the species, we ptrr 


like so many tabby cats arching their backs under the patronizing hands of superior 
beings and then fall to quoting the compliments, rolling them under the tongue 
like s0 many luscious tidbits forbidden by common sense. 

It’s odd. isn’t it, that the old eager curiosity survives? Sixty years ago the 
foreigner, distinguished for virtue or vice, was “held up” at the docks and made to 
say what he thought of us before he had seen us. In those days we weren't quite 
cure. We didn’t know just what to think of us ourselves, and we wanted impartial 
opinion on the subject, expert evidence, as it were. 

And in spite of the lapse of time, nothwithstanding better edttes- 
tion. Atlantic cables, ocean greyhounds and other broadening influences, 
we still yearn for a patronizing word of approval from the stranger that is 
within our gates. The foreigner tells us we are “all right,” and joyfully the news 
is passed from onegnd of the land to the other, “Count Periwig says we're ‘so hos- 
pitable,’’”” and we are glad to know beyond a peradventure that, weake not inhospi- 
table savages._ Until the count’s amiable assurance we weren't quite certain whether 
we were enlightened cnough to behave properly at the dinner table. Countess de 
Pate de Foie Gras says, “American men are superb creatures. They are brave and 
handsome and witty;” then we all look pleased and say to one another, “Did you 
hear? The countess admires us.” 

In one of his wise and witty essays James Russell Lowell complains of “a eer- 
tain condescension in foreigners,” and he tells us how a peripatetic 
beggar patronized him, mildly rebuking Americans for their nasal sins and other 
ufirmities of flesh and spirit. The beggar wanted half a dollar, and gave in 
exchange what he had been led to believe every American wanted—the foreigner's 
opinion of the land of the free and its free people. Beggar though he was, he con- 
descended, because he had good reason to think we yearned for condescension. 

The beggar was right. He was right then; he is right now. The American peo- 
ple like to be patronized. Their self-respect is not so firm that it can survive with- 
out the approval of other people. We want to know what other people think of 
us, as if the one important consideration were not what we think of ourselves, 

It is the note of self-distrust. We are young, very young. 

But youth is not only self-distrustful. It is bumptious, boastful and vain. 

The United States is (are) the most powerful nation on earth. No army ean 
stand against ours, no navy can endure the shock of our 12-inch guns. We can 
lick all creation. Not long ago the secretary of the treasury bragged in a public 
speech that America was going to lower the pride of the British lion and turn the 
brute out of the Pacific Ocean. That broad expanse of water was needed for the 
American eagle, a bird accustoined to long and strenuous flights. It didn’t occur 
to him that he was talking like a boy announcing that he could thrash the other fel- 
low with one hand tied behind him. He didn’t seem to think he was not talking likes 
gentleman: 

National character is the essence of individual characters. This craving for 
condescension, this bragging bias, denote a lack of self-confidence. A man who is 
sure of himself and his position does not go about telling of his virtues. He does 
not brag of his superiority. A gentieman is merely this man—he is a man who 1s 
sure of himself and his position. He has taken himself for better for worse, and his 
one aim is to be what he wishes to seem. He does not inquire what other men 
think of him, but he is careful to be worthy, that he may think well of himself. 
With all our boasting we are not yet fully conscious of our own virtues. Tf we 
were, we shouldn't care so much what other people thought of as and we shoulda't 
brag. 

The American people are no doubt equal to their appointed destiny. When the 
lact appears it will convince. It isn’t necessary to inquire whether foreigners are 


aware of it, nor is it seemly to bolster up our own assurance by pretense and noisy 
assertion.

To be possessed of an artistic tempert- 
ment is to suffer, yet be glad. it is to 


dread contact with the world, yet to enjoy 
it. It is to be made the toy of Fate, yet to 
smile through tears; to be wounded, yet 
never despairing. 

The artistic temperament means sensi- 
tiveness, and sensitiveness means pain. 
Usually, too, it means a lack of judgment 
of all matters worldly. It means a lack of 
the understanding of the value of money, 
too often, and therefore—poverty. Further- 
more, it tends to indiscriminate generosity, 
which makes the possessor the victim of

false friends. ‘ 

The artistic temperament tends to liber- 
ality of mifid. It causes a man to forgive 
in others faults which he cannot excuse mm 
himgelf—another evidence of well-meaning 
charity coupled with bad judgment. With 
others he is complaisant; with himself he 
is a hard master, for his conscience, like 
his emotions, is too acute and too active to 
allow his own spirit to become tainted with 
the vices he ig so ready to overlook in 
others. 

This may argue vanity. It may argue 
that the possessor of the artist's eye, the 
poet's soul considers other men in a class 
beneath himself; that their emotions, to his 
view, are less profound than his own; that 
their minds are less receptive of the bean- 
ties of Hfe and their souls less sincere and 
sublimated. . 

As a matter of fact, this mood is the re- 
sult of too much introspection. To the man 
of artistic temperament his inmost self, his 
soul, is the paramount part of him. With 
his mind's eye he gazes upon his sou! as fre 
quently and as ardently as a beautiful wo- 
man gazes in the mirror upon her face, 
which she knows is beautiful, unti! it be- 
comes his all, the summum bonum of his 


life. To cultivate this soul is the object of 
his life. He feeds it upon the beauties of 
nature and of art. He holds up before it 
the dainties of verse, the sublimities of 
prose, the tints of the masters and sits 
with rapt gaze while it drinks in the har- 
monies of the great. 

His soul is his ward; and the poet, the 
artist, the musician is ever a faithful guar. 
dian. 

If he misjudges the capabilities of other 
men, ft is not through a _  ~vyain- 
glorious spirit, but because of the 
knowledge that his own mission is 
high and his own ambition great, and he re- 
quires that they measure up to the lofty 
standard which he has set for himself, and 
which he is striving to attain. By that 
same token he forgives them if they fail, 


whereas if he fail he is merciless in criti- 
cism of himself and too often becomes 
miserable and despondent because of what 
he considers his weakness, but which. in 
most cases, is really only the spirit's reac- 
tion from an overweening desire to reach 
the unattainable. 

The man of artistic temperament muy 
make money, but he is not content with 
that. A million dollars—nay, ten miultlions 
~—could not satisfy the hunger of his soul. 
He craves books, pictures, music, streams 
of water, green trees, beautiful flowers and 
the comradeship .of congenial souls. But 
more than all he craves friendship—un- 
tainted friendship and pure love. He muat 
have men to cheer him and a woman to 
love. And what a wealth of love he gives 
in return! It is the outpouring of his very 
soul—the soul which he has so long nour- 
ished and cultured and striven to bring to 
perfection. It is the very idealization of 
himself, the crystallization of a lifetime of 
study and training along the lines of 
aestheticism and fancy; 
as volcanic fire, yet as delicate as a rose- 
leaf It is the acme of human passion and 
affection. 

Yet to cultivate this refinement of seit, 
this sublimity of conception, the man of ar- 
tistic temperament must suffer pangs that 
are inconceivable to those crass souls with 
whom sentiment is a theme for laughter, 
love @ convenience, and imagination 4 
thing to be despised. Be he poet, painter, 
musician, sculptor, fictionist, philosopher, 
phrase-maker or farmer boy, the result 's 
ever the same. The sensitive soul must 
suffer and pay in tears the debt it owes to 
joy; vet where is the soul that would re- 
linquish the bDiessings it has experienced, 
ever at #0 great a price, for the sordic 
comforts of life embellished by material 
juxuries only?

Profound wisdom, plain common sense 
and a rare sympathetic understanding 


characterize Jane Addams of Hull House, 
Chicago, who has cvllected some of her 


magazines, and published them in bcok 
form under the title, “Democracy and So- 
cia] Ethics.”’ . 

Miss Addams adheres to the new concep- 
tions of Democracy, but she offere tu 9 u- 
vice, save the assumption that “‘The cure 
for the ills of Democracy is more VDemuc- 
racy.’’ 

‘We have learned as common knowl- 


edge,’ writes Miss Addams, ‘‘that much of 
the insensibility and hardness of the world 


is due to the lack of imagination which pre-

hand for all who are in captivity, especiaily 
peesttoes prisoners. One notable instance of 

is successful intervention on behaf of a 
victim of British rapacity Is his relief of 
King Prempeh ef Coomassie, whose crim? 
was the possession of suspected gold fie.ds 
in his domain. Not only did the African 
monarch fall fron: nis golden stool, bui he 
landed in a prison for having caused the 
British the trouble of conquering his gp 
dom. While in jail he wrote a tition to 
Mr. Davitt, who went straight to Mr. 
Chamberlain, the British colonial secretary, 
and pleaded for better treatment of the 
fallen ruler. After a delay of six months, 
King Prempeh was provided with a more 
commodious prison and certain comforts in 
mitigation of his unhappy condition.

ONE MAN FIGHTS 
SHERIFE'S POSSE 


Barricaded in His House He 
Battled for Three Hours. 


OVER 500 SHOTS WERE FIRED. 


BESIEGED MAN HAD KILLED THE 


Finally, His Firing Ceased, and When 
the Doors Were Forced He Was 
Found Dead on the Floor 
Covered With Wounds. 


JEFFERSON, Io., June 21.—For some 
breach of the peace last evening a warrant 
was sworn out for Horace Shipman and 
ahead of the marshal to attempt to have 
Swearingen for service. Dr. G. H. Grim- 
mell, Shipman’s family physician, went 
ahead of the marshay to attempt to have 
Shipman surrender peaceably. Shipman 
agreed to this, but when Swearingen and 
Deputy Fred Kendall appeared at the door 
he warned them not to come in under 
penalty of death. Swearingen, undaunted, 
started to pull his revolver for the purpose 
of entering and Shipman fired, a load of 
shot striking the marshal in the lower 
part of the face and killing him. 

Dr. Grimmell and the deputy retreated, 
leaving the body of the marshal upon the 
porch. 


Sheriff Anderson immediately went to the 
scene of the shooting, deputizing a dozen 
citizens to assist him. Hundreds of people 
gathered near Shipman’s home, and for 
three hours watched the battle. 

Five hundred shots were poured into the 
large two-story house, Shipman replying 
from windows, cellarway and door. The 
fire company was called and James May 
volunteered to stick a hose in the house 
and drown Shipman out. May accomplished 
bis work, but Shipman fired upon him from 
the cellar, causing him to retreat.

DYING MAN SAW 
AMERICAN DERBY 


Old Capt. Sam Bryant Trav- 
eled From Louisville on 
His Deathhbed. 


CHICAGO, June 21.—Capt. Sam Bryant, 
that aged and picturesque figure on the 
American turf, saw ths Derby run today, 
although he is dying. 

It is doubtful if the olf man will live to 
return to his home in Louisville. But the 
passion for good horses and good racing 
that ruled him at the start in life is still 
strong. 

Capt. Bryant is more than seventy years 
of age. Having long been ill, he is pale and 
emaciated. He is so feeble that his voice 
is only a whisper. Women applauded sym- 
pathetically and men shook his hand as the 
good sportsman, who has owned Proctor 
Knott and the Derby winner. ‘‘Uncle Bib’’ 
was carried on a stretcher into Washington 
Park today. He traveled from Kentucky in 
a sleeping car with two attendants. 

“T'll die with my boots on, anyway,” said 
Capt. Sam. 

Sam Bryant is as well known in St. Louls 
as everywhere else in this country. He has 
been on the racetrack for more than fifty 
years as jockey, owner and trainer. He 
seonol g when he was a little chap in Pitts- 

urg. 

At Monmouth Park about 188 ‘Uncle 
Samuel,’’ as many call him, got into trou- 
ble about the running of his horse, Big 
Medicine. Bryant was ruled off, but rein- 
stated. His fame and what fortune he has, 
or had. rested in the ownership of the fa- 
mous Proctor Knott. 

When Brvant bought Proctor Knot at 
Gen. Jackson's Belle Meade Farm, paying 
$400 for the ugly little vearling. he was 
unmercifnully guyed by Michael Dwyer and 
other clever horsemen. 

Bryant today thinks the old days were 
the best davs. Capt. Sam retired from the 
turf in Apriij, 1991, and sold the horses he 
owned. His home at Fifth and P 
streets, Louisville, near the race track, 
for he cannot live away from horses.

Automobilists, Bicyclers and 
(ood RoadsCrusaders Unite 
for Road From New 
York to Chicago. 


NEW YORK, June 21.—Prominent auto 
mobilists, bicyclers and good roads cru- 
saders have formed a national alliance to 
promote the building of a short cut high- 
way from New York to Chicago, which : 
will reduce the distance of the present 
roundabout route between the metropol- 
Itan cities of the East and the West from 
987 to 850 miles. 

At a meeting held at the Bar Association 
rooms, 44 West Forty-fourth street, the 
New York and Chicago Road Association 
was organized. The formation of the asso- 
clation is the result of six months of ne- 
gotiation and correspondence among mem- 


bers of various bodies interested In highway 
improvement. 
Officers of the new body were elected as 
follows: Col. Albert A. Pope, Boston, a 
jioneer bicycle manufacturer, president; 
ohn B. Uhle, New York, who is president 
of the Highway Alliance, vice-president; 
W. L. Dickinson, Springfield, Mass., secre- 
tary, and A. H. Battey, New York, treas- 
urer. The associate members of the exec- 
utive committee chosen were Timothy L. 
Woodruff, leutenant- governor of New 
York; Winthrop E. Scarritt, president of 
the American Automobile Association: F. 
Cc. Donald, president of the Chicago Auto- 
mobile Club; Burley B. Ayers, hicago; 
Thomas J. Keenan, Pittsburg, Pa., former 
president of the League of American 
Wheelmen; W. 8. Crandall, Minneapolis, 
Minn, secretary of the Road Makers’ As- 
sociation; . A. Howell, Rockville, Conn., 
resident of the L. A. -; Milo M. Beld- 
ng, New York, first vice-preaident of the 
L. A. W., and L. Perkins, Providenee, 
R. I., second vice-president of the L. A. W. 
It is estimated that fullv 400 miles of the 
projected route is already equipped with 
good roads. The scheme is to connect these 
roads by new ones to be built by the states 
counties and municipalities on the line of 
the proposed a enwey.

The Cruel Sport Is Fast Be- 
coming National. 


NO SHAMS ARE TOLERATED. 


NOTHING SHORT OF REAL BUTCH-

ROUBAIX, France, June 21.—Bull fight- 

ing is fast becoming a national sport in 
France, and the season here has already 
opened. 

They are genuine slaughters, with al! 
the attending bloodshed, horrors and dan- 
gers to man and horse. There is no sham 
about them at Roubaix, although the ski 
exhibited here may not always be such as 
the Spanish public is wont to expect. But 
for the bloodthirsty, for those who seek 
excitement in the torture of dumb anli- 
mals and peril to human life, Roubaix give: 
the money’s worth. 

The bull fight has been described as “A 
tragedy in three acts,” and a tragedy it is 
Indeed, from the time the toreadors make 
their formal bow to the conducting magis 
trate to the moment when the horses drag 


away the still quivering body of the un- 
fortunate bull, despatched by the blade of 
some notorious matador. 

The ‘‘show’’ begins as a rule by a forma’ 
entrance of the performers and a very 
grave salute before the chief presiding of- 
ficer’s box, generally situated directly op- 
posite the ‘‘toril.”’ 

Then, at a signal from the president, a 
bull is let out from the stalls, the picadores 
standing ready in the. arena waiting the 
charge. With a brave, flery bull they fine 
all their skill is required to defend them- 
selves and their horses, but with a timi« 
animal they act at once on the offensive 
and, should their stabbing with their lances 
prove ineffectual in rousing the animal t« 
the necssary fury, the wretched beast Is 
hissed by the spectators and quickly dis 

atched, the crowd ee themselves

In Times of Peril 
to the Picadors. 

When a horse is wounded the rider does 
his best to look to himself, and when this 
happens, or a picador is thrown, the chulos 
rush to the bull, diverting his attention 
from the one in peril by their cloaks and 
saving themselves by leaping over the bar- 
ricades. At the same time another picador 
will call off the Lull’s attention to himself. 

When the bull begins to flag the picadores 
are succeeded Yt the chulos, who open the 
second act. They bring with them the 
banderilleras—barbed darts on the end of 
sticks about two feet long, ornamented 
with bright colored papers. 

These Mey thrust into a certain part of 
the animal's neck with the object of re- 
ong the contracting power of the mus- 
cles, thus compelling the bull to carry its 
head low, a position necessary for the mata- 
dor when he finally begins his third act. 

When six or eight banderilleras have been 
“planted”’ in the bull's neck the signal is 
ove for the matador to begin his butchery.

it were, to bring down the curtain. AS 
goon as the bull spice the muletta he gen- 
erally charges it blindly. The matador, tak- 
ing advantage of the presentation of the 
bull's neck, direetly in front of him, and 
sufficinetly low, plunges the sword dex- 
terously between the left shoulder and the 
blade, the animal dropping dead instantly 
at his feet. 

The matador often stands tn imminent 
peru. and if wounded or killed (the latter 

apponing very rarely) another matador 
steps immediately into hig p 
The Point Where 

Skill Is Needed. 

Herein lies the skill. A false thrust, 
causing needless suffering to the bull, may 
infuriate him to such a degree that he may 
gain an advantage over the matador, and, 
at any rate, it is a bad mark for the mata- 
dor who prides himself on the exactitude Of 
the death-dealing thrust. os

IN ST, JAMES HOTEL 


LAWYER WHO DREW IT TESTI- 
BIES IN CONTEST CASE. 


|TOTAL INVOLVED $2,000,000 


Miles Made His Money in Star Route 
Contracts and Came to St. 
Louis Often. 


Depositions were recently: taken in St. 
Louls in the Stephen B. Miles will case, 
which has been reopened in the Nebraska 
courts by a petition for a new trial in the 
suit between the heirs, while an appeal 
was pending in the circuit court. 

New evidence in the famous case, in 
which an estate valued at $2,000,000 is in 
controversy, has been furnished by Paul 
Gadsden, formerly a St. Louis lawyer, 
who has testified that in March, 1897, he 
drew up Miles’ last will in the St. James 
Hotel in this city. 

This document has never been found, 
and unti! recently it was not known that 
anyone was acquainted with its contents. 
The first va made by Miles, in which one 

of his sons, Joseph, was favored to the en- 
tire exclusion oO the others, was probated 
—e after the old man's death in Au- 

80%, and all the litigation which has 
ised has been directed toward break- 
ing this will. 

In the case now before the court in Falls 
City, Neb., on a motion for a new irial, 
Samuel Miles and the children of his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Williams, are plaintiffs and 
Joseph Miles, the beneficiary of the first 
will, is defendant. Smith 
Louis is attorney for the plaintiffs. . 

The new trial is sought on the ground 
that the testimony of Gadsen, who came 
from Mexico to appear as witness, has 
materially altered the case. Under the 
laws of Nebraska a motion for a new trial 
can be filed in the Circuit Court while the 
original case is before the Supreme Court 
on an appeal, and this was done in the 
Miles case. 

Milés was one of the earliest of the star 
route. contractors, and his large fortune was 
chifly made in this class of governmen:

The scheme is new, in its particular ap- 
plication *o subway work, and is the evolu- 
tion of the plan by which houses are shored 
under certain ordinary conditions.

When the excavators 
have reached the other side of the street 
with their tunnel they look back upon a 
narrow, boarded room and a row of sup- 
porting timbers. 


Now, the uttermost depth of the subway 
is to be more than 90 feet further down, 
and, of course, the earth upon which the 
excavators have been walking must come 
out. If it is dug away, as the structure 
now looks, naturally the supporting timbers 
will have nothing upon which to stand, and 
the roof or street will fall in. 


The problem is overcome in this way: The 
earth is taken out at a safe distance be 
tween the supporting timbers to a dépth,

Fakirs pretended to read the fu- 
ture in the curves marked by the flight of 
birds, in the stars, in fire and water and 
dreams. 

Fascinating as I found the study of an- 
cient miracie lore, I was still more anxious 
to ascertain the attitude of latter-day sci- 
ence with respect to these things.

The wish to know the future has no long- 
er any significance in the religious and po- 
litical life of the nations.

Her majesty’s face has certainly never 
been submitted to the heroic process which 
we know as face skinning, for queens can- 
not go into seclusion the length of time re- 
quired for this process, and it is quite cer- 
tain that the Queen of England would find 
it more difficult than any of her subjects 
to undergo the face skinning treatment 
without all the world being aware of this 
fact. 

There are several so-called beauty special- 
ists in London who insinuate that the 
Queen's beautiful skin is due to the es- 
pecial efforts of each one of these well- 
meaning ladies.

that the expert who serves her majesty 
has no other clients. 

The British people, as I have said before, 
love the Queen’s beauty. They would de 
aggticved and shocked, were she suddenly to 
be metamorphosed and appear as old as her 
years might suggest to the unadvanced 
mind. 

It seems to’me, however, that the English 
people have a.wonderful way of adjusting 
themselves in such matters. They adored 
the late Queen Victoria because of her sim- 
plicity and for ‘her sterling virtues. She 
was always the good Queen, the good wife, 
the thrifty housekeeper, and during the Iat- 
ter years of her magnificent reign the ven- 
erable monarch became a fetich almost to 
her subjects.

HE botanists of the Engelmann Club 
dearly love to penetrate to the very 
wildness of the wood. It is there the 

rarest plants grow and the most-sought 
flowers hioom. So every now then 
they get together and go into the places 
where the wippoorvill is still heard in 
the night and the wil! dewhberry trails. 

Funny ploce, you'll think, for botanists 
—this bone deposit at Kimmswick. Not 
at all; very fittine. For is it not true that 
the bones most abounding here are those 
of the masto’on and the mammoth, those 
great creatures of a day when America did 
not import her elephants? And what were 
they but the plant gatherers, the botan- 
ists, of the time in which they dwelt? 
They were herbivorous. They ate only 
grasses and brinches and the _  “flow- 
ers and vines. Any paleontologist 
can tell you that the mastodons and the 
mammoths used their great bulk to bear 
down trees which they straddled, and that 
if we coul4 @valk out in the wood and find 
them there today we would see them 
weighting down the trees in this very way 
and feasting upon the tender shoots anda 
leaves that would otherwise be out of 
reach. 

This may not have been botany, 
was not so far removed. 

The bone hill is but = little way up the 
Kimmswick and Montesano valley. Round- 
ing a sharp turn where the road paraitlels 
a creek, the botanists hear Bechler say: 

“That's the place.”’ 

He points to a promontory a quarter of 
a mile on the right. He could not make 
a mistake poiniing it out; not Beehler. 
He knows the place. As the prodical knows 
the house of his father, Beehler knows the 
place. He has spent days and days all 
alone there. Fo: three vears there has 
not been a week when the slight figure 
of Beehler, hastening nervously, the slouch 
hat pulled ever his spectacied eyes and his 
head down. has not crossed the creek to the 
bore hill. Maybe it has beer to work out 
under thg wonderful loess bank; mayhe 
to sew in white muslin sacks, clcsec-fitting, 
the specimens which weuid speedily dis- 
integrate if left exposed to the air, mayhe 
just to look around, to see that the jaw 
is next to the teoth or the big bones 
are laid six in a row on the east floor, just 
as he left them when last he was here. 

Who is Beehler? Is it his hill? Are they 
his bones? Is Beehler a paleontologist? 

Ridiculous questions. Who Beehler,

Who is/‘there has not heard of 
Beehler first and the bone hill last? Who 
could not have heard that Beehler is the 
high priest’ of this promontory; that he 
leased it and dug in it and took out of it 
what is there to be seen; that he guards 
it as the Afghan guards his frontier; that 
he has taken there almost every paleontolo- 
gist of note in the New World, and that 
not one of them has ever borne away with 
him «ny bone from the hill except as he 
pilfered one when Beehler’s back was 
turned? Beeh'ier was a mechanic and in- 
ventor not many years ago. Paleon- 
tology was no study of his. He did not 
know the pliocine period ‘from the other 
side of the moon. The glyptodon looked 
to him like a turtle. shell soft or shell 
hard. This was the Beehler before taking a 
trip to the place where Koch got his masto- 
don or as Prof. Gustay Hambach says, 
where he got what parts of it were missing 
from the sk=-'eton excavated out on the 
Gasconade river. He became another Beeh- 
ler after taking that trip. He began to look 
up the paleontological books. He went to 
Kimmswick again and again. People down 
there called it the bone hill. Beehler could 
see the bones protruding from the side 
of the bluff. He came back to St. Louis 
and interested a number of persons of scien. 
tific inclination. They organized the Hum. 
boldt Exploration Society, and Beehler per- 
sonally leased the hill from Fred Miller. 
Theiu he began to dig. The society furnished 
some money. A cabinet was built for the 
bones. In a little while Beehler had fille it 
with the most remarkable find ever made in 
these things in this or any other part of the 
world. The money gave out. No more 
was raised. The project dragged, and 
Beehler hung to the hill and the bones. 
That is the status of the thing today. 

“How do you suppose these creatures 
happened to die in such numbers in this 
place, Mr. Beehler?’’ % 

Mr. Reinke is a botanist. Of course he 
wouldn’t know much about the occurrence 
of bones. Plants, flowers, trees—any of 
these Mr. Reinke knows about, but nothing 
of bones.

Louis, who is a member of the Humboldt

Among the things he has been shown are a set of pictographs upon the face 


of a Mississippi river bluff near Alton, Ill. 


One of these is exceptionally interest- 


ing beeatse it is the only known instance where an American pictograph shows

RT ie long preserved in the Alton 
A pictographs. When .I took Dr. 
Baum to them a few davs age I 
Was quite sure they were just wboul as 
my father found them when 45 years ago 
he scaled this same Alton Liuff and sketch- 
ed the twelve paintings which some pre- 
historié artist hac put upon the white 
limestone in black, red and brown. 

The doctor thought them quite wonderful. 
He found many things around St. Louis to 
be quite wonderful. He became convinced, 
ere he left, that this part cf the Mississippi 
Valley was the chosen land of the unknown 
race which we call the mound builders 
for want of a better name. 


The Alton pictographs are four miles 
above the city under a sheltering precipice 
of Hull’s bluff. They are some seventy- 
give feet above the river and within as 
many yards of it, ,and are a hundred feet 
ae the top of the cliff. They were paint- 

in an east and west row upon quite a 
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before the sun. 


it. My father spent many an hour study- 
ing this singular painting. He finally con- 
cluded that the circle represented the sun, 


and that the figure was making an offering 
to the sun. He only reached this conclu- 


sion when, after years of archeological 
work in the Mississippi valley, he became 
Satisfied that the prehistoric people were 
worshipers of the sun and that they also 
defied fire as being symbolic of their deity. 

This is easily the most elaborate of the 
paintings upon the Hull bluff, as it is 
the largest. The figure of the man is 2bout 
lifesize. The legs and the trunk of the 
body are still easily seen, but the head is 
with difficulty deciphered. The triangular 
plece held in the hand and the circle in 
frout may be faintly seen. 

Writing of these pictographs in 1837, my 
father said: 

‘They are painted or rather stained in 
the rock with a reddish—brown pigment 
that seems to defy the tooth of time. I 
made sketches of them 30 years ago, and on 
a recent visit could see they had changed 
but little, although their de- 
notes great age.

His bride was the daughter of Mrs. Revr- 
erley Allen, the widow of the man who, 
in the thirties and early forties, ranket 
with John C. Bates at the head of the legal 
profession in St. Louis, and who was Uni- 
ed States district attorney under President 
John Quincy Adams. 

Shortly before he was ordered to Europe 
for his health in 1844, Mr. Allen commenced 
the building of the house, then intended 
merely as a,summer residence. He did 
not return to occupy it, but after his death 
in 184, Mrs. Allen and her family made 
their home there.

On Oct. 22, 1896, after the old house had 
ceased to be the center of an estate and 
had been surrcunded with dwellings and 
commercial buildings, Novelist Churchill 
and Miss Mabel Hall were married, stand- 
ing on the spot where the marriage of the 
young woman's mother had taken place. 
He was then a graduate of the United 
States naval academy and an ambitious, 
but unknown writer. Shortly afterward he 
severed his connection with the navy, to 
give himself entirely to literary work, with 
results which are familiar to every novel 
reader and play-goer in the land. ‘ 

Though the latest of the weddings in th 
lfistoric home, the Churchill wedding is not 
accounted the last. Another has been in 
view sincé the engagement of Miss Lucre- 
tia Sturgeon to Dr. John Green, Jr., which 
was announced last month, and no other

Col. Israel Peyton Thompson was buried 
from the room a few months after he, 4s 
grandfather of the bride, had given Angell- 
ca Yeatman in marriage to Alfred Carr. 

Mrs. Lucretia Pope, the widow of Judge 
Nathaniel Pope, mother of Mrs. Beverley 
Allen and grandmother of Mrs, Sturgeon, 
died in March, 1869, and her funeral was the 
second héld in the library. A large paint- 
ing, representing her as a girl, clad. in the 
fashionable dress of Jackson's time, hangs 
in the parlor over tha piano where, in her 
deslining years, she gathered with her 
great-grandchildren. 

Charles Yeatman, son of James E. Yeat- 
man, died soon after, and was buried from 
the same spot as his grandfather, Col. 
Thompson. 
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Mrs. George D. Hall, Mrs. Allen’s daugh- 
ter and Mr. Churchill's mother-in-law, who 
is supposed to have been the original of 
“Puss Russell’’ in “The Crisis,’ died 18%, 
and was buried from the room in which she 
had been married. Her husband died a 
year later, and the place of the funeral 
ceremony was the same. 

Beverley Allen, Jr., Beverley Allen tI 
and Virginia Price Allen were buried from 
the house in the years from 1871 to 1897. 

The venerable head of the Allen family, 
Mrs. Beverley Allen, followed them on May 
10, 1902, and was buried two days later. 
Her last appearance among her friends, a 
few days before her death, was at the re- 
ception where the engagement of her 
youngest grandchild, Miss Lucretia Stur- 
geon, was announced. 

The funeral of James BH. Yeatman on 
July 9, 1901, was perhaps the most largely 
attended of any of the occasions on which 
the house was opened to the public.

out the ald of a very efficient surgeon, 
There was also a scar from an old wound 
upon one of the leg bones. On his breast 
remains was a pretty gorget as large as 
one’s outstretched hand, made from a large 
sea shell, probably a busycon. This pretty 
ornamental badge was neatly made to rep- 
resent a turtle, but bore no inscription or 
device of any kind.”’ 

Dr. Baum agreed with me that the picto- 
graphs must be today almost as distinct as 
they were when this description of them 
was written. The greatest danger to them 
is threatened by the unatable nature of the 
‘rocks upon which the paintings were made, 
They are badly cracked and broken, though 
they may stand without serious damage for 
even additional centuries. 

In all the stretch of the Mississippi's no- 
ble bluffs there is no cliff which offered the 
prehistoric painter a better canvas for his 
art than is offered by Hull’s Bluff. It is a 
beetling brow and a great cavernous hollow 
beneath, and it is in this sheltered place 
the paintings are found. They are with- 
in plain view from the river when 
the leaves are not too thick upon 
the trees, and the ylew from the 


ledge upon which they rest goes many 
miles up and down the great stream— 
surely a magnificent studio for the artists 
who mixed their indelible vegetable paints 
and left these pictures for posterity. My 
father thought it tHe mound builder's chief 
effort to leave some record of himself. He 
thought it antedated the Indian, and takes 
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here have gone, we fancy that we may 
guess in what earnestness they worked. 
Their works were to live after them, elss 
they would not have chosen this sheitered 
grotto nor mixed these indelible paints of 
what keels and vegetable colorings we can- 
not know. It was crude work—a St. Louis 
school boy might do as well—but it was 
nohe the less done with a certain skill. 
What did it mean? Was it a message for 
men who would come after? Did the birds 
and the littiee beasts and the stooping 
figure before the circle all have a signifi- 
cance which we would give much to under- 
stand? Nadaillac says the owl was a sa- 
ered bird with some of the prehistoric 
Americans. 8o the little owl near the end 
might have been a very great personage in 
the day when he was painted. 

The white limestone bluffs above Alton 
have been called the most beautiful natural 
display in the Mississippi valley. The St. 
Louis, Burlington, Keokuk and Kinderhook 
are all white limestones, and the chaik 
cliffs of Dover are not whiter than these 
beautiful cliffs in which each of these 
strata makes its successive display. What- 
ever his degree of barbarity, the prehis- 
toric American was esthetic enough to love 
beautiful things. He dwelt in the prettiest 
valleys, and he buried his dead on the 
finest heights. So it Is no wonder that on 
these magnificent cliffs he left the highest 
types of his art. No other place in America 
so abounded in pictographs as this stretch 
of Mississippi river biuffs. Here it was 
that Marquette found, tn 1679, the great 
Piase bird pictured with such skilj that he 
thought “the best artists of France could 
scarcely excell it.” 

The Piasa and many another of these 
old paintings have been quarried down and 
destroyed by men too ignorant to know 
what they did. Others have fallen away 
in the disintegration that never ceases in 
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faint and puzzling. "So is everything per- 
taming to the prehistoric American.

GREAT evolution has occurred in 
A ‘medicine since Dr. Gregory éntered 

the profession 60 years ago. If 
surgery has advanced it ts because of the 
wonderful discoveries in medicine. 

re were no‘ anesthetics in 1842. Sul- 
phuric ether has been known since the thir- 

teenth century, but it was not used as a 
vapor. In Ireland it was drunk in the piace 
bf whisky, having three times the intoxicat- 
ing effect. -These effects were also short- 
lived, It was taken in liquid form to allay 
nervous headaches, hiccoughs, asthma and 
spasmodic troubles. But it was not known 
to possess benumbing qualities. 

A Chinese doctor in the third century, it 
‘was «aid, had given a preparation of hemp 
to dull pain in a surgical operation. The 
Boporific effects of mandagora made frum 
mandrakes was noted in the thirteenth ccn- 
tury. It was stated that the hing of Po- 

dad had been made insensible by some 
rug in the seventeenth century while an 
amputation was made. 

Sir Humphrey Davy discovered ‘the anes- 
thetic properties of nitros oxide gas in 1500. 
He said it would probably be used extcn- 
sively in surgical operations, but no heed 
was given him or his discovery. Ether 
Was vseed for consumption in 18% by Dr. 
Warren of Boston. The anesthetic effect 
was known, but looked upon as a mere 
scientific curlosity. Im December, 184, 
Dr. Horace Wells of Hartford, Conn., took 
mitro oxide gas and had a tooth extracted. 
This was the first authenticated practical 
application of an anesthetic in surgery, and 
the beginning of patniess dentistry. Laugh- 
ing gas, as the nitros oxide gas was called, 
is of a transitory effect. It is only to be 
m used in quick work. Something that could 
' be used in operations requirirg timc was 
needed. The experiment of Dr. Wells set the 
' dental world thinking. Dr, Morton, a dent- 
ist in Boston, made use of the fumes of 
sulphur in ether as a means of producing 
anesthasia while making an extraction. 
His experiment was a success, and the first 
great epoch that medicine made in surgery 
was begun four years after Dr. Gregory be- 
gan his medical career. 

On Dec. 21, 1846, Dr. Listen; an eminent 
gurgeon, performed a surgical operation, 
using ether. England and continental 
countries at once took up the new dis- 
covery. 

In 1847 chioric ether was used in St. Bar- 
tholomew's Hospital, London, in surgical 
operations with good effect. It contain-d 
the active properties of sulphuric ether. Sir 
James Y. Simpson experimented with groat 
guccess with ether in midwifery, and made 
e@ long step forward for the benefit of 
womankind. The year following in No- 
vembér, Sympson announced to the world 
his discovery of the anesthetic proper- 
ties of chioroform. Chloroform had oeen 
discovered in 1831 simultaneously in France 
and in America. Guthrie of America 
thought it trichloride of carbon. The vari- 
ous combinations of chloroform and ether 
grew out of practice. 

Chloroform made it possible to give the op- 
eration attention which had hitherto been 
given to the patient, tied fast to the table 
and carved and slashed as he struggled and 
pleaded for deliverance from his agony. 
Chiorcform placed the surgeon at his ease.

great advancements surgety has made are 
due to the opportunities anesthetics save 
it. 

Chloroform not only developed surge-y 
and thus made difficult operations simple 
and so saved lives hitherto lost, but it 
saved the patient from the terrible nervous 
shock of the scientific butchery of the oli 
style of surgery. Fifty per cent died from 
that shock. 

Sixty years ago the abdominal cavity was 
a field no surgeon thought of enterirc. 
Laparotomy and ophthalmia were unknown 
Now there is no cavity, not even the cere- 
bral cavity itself, that moderr sulgirr 
may not enter. 

Vaccination has proved ore of the great- 
est discoveries of Dr. Gregory's time. The 
accidental sore on the hand of a milker 
caused cowpox. Jenner’s method of ead 
ing power by revaccination was given prac- 
tical application in Edinburgh the samc 
year chloroform was practically employed. 

Probably the next great discovery was 
Peruvian bark and its use in the treatment 
of fevers. This also ted to the discovery 
of the different alkaloids. Prior to the use 
of cinchone bark or its chief alkaloid, sul- 
phate of quinine, the use of physics, bleed- 
ing and hot baths were the treatment o” 
fevers. Thompson's Shaker powders were 
one of the more modern perspiration pro- 
ducers. If the patient did not die from 
weakness he got well. But many of them 
died. Quinine probably had much to dv 
with stopping the practice of bleeding pa- 
tients. 


The introduction of quinine made it possi- 
ble to settle the Mississipp! valley. It ma‘le 
it possible for Americans to live in Central 
and South America. It made it possible, 
I might almost say, for the North to con- 
quer the South on the low lands to which 
the South was born, but which breathed a 
feverish breath to men used to high lands 
and to other climates. Quinine made it 
possible for British soldiers to live in India 
and to live In Soyth Africa, it will have 
much to do with the settling up of the 
great dark continent which the settlement 
of the British war of conquest will stimn- 
late. Before quinine was in use the British 
army offered a reward for some remedy 
that would stop the congestive chills of its 
soldiers in India. This reward was pald 
for Worburg’s tincture. Each soldier was 
supplied daily with a bottle containing 
either half ounce or an ounce. The mo- 
ment he felt a congestive chill coming on 
he took the tincture and rolled himself up 
in his blanket to induce perspiration. 

Although I am a graduated allopath, I 
freely confess that in my ecpinion Hahne- 
man, the inventor of the homevupathic 
school ef medicine, was of great help to the 
advancement of pharmacy. For he brought 
about an improvement in the preparation of 
all remedies» They were made more ral- 
atable, and better combinations were de- 
vised. In mercurial preparations a won- 
derful advance was made. They are much 
leas injurious to the system than under the 
old form. The competition between manu- 
facturing chemists the advent of homeo- 
pathic remedies engendered has brought 
about a practical revolution. 

At the beginning of the Gregory pericd 
there were still medicine men who cured 
by incantation, like the Indian, who relied 
on personal appearance or pecuilar dress 
ana action.

HIE claim that even the medical profes- 
a sion is being Influenced by the trust 
idea is not without warrant. Medical 
colleges are beginning to be looked upon as 
medical trusts. We hear of college cliques. 
Their purpose is to confine medical practice 
within the membership of certain incor. 
porated outsiders. The family physician, 
the man of general practice, will always 
exist, even in the city, and the general 
practitioner must always exist in the coun- 
try districts. The general practitioner 
will save the profession from centralization 
and absorption if such dangers threaten. 

Centralization of population has possibly 
permitted the centralization of medicine. 
There are enough persons within the possi- 
ble rarge of the specialist's practice suffer- 
ing from disorders, which are his special 
study, to supply him with work, if his abil- 
ity attract them. There were no specialists 
until population concentrated. Medical 
men in the sparsely settled districts prac- 
ticed surgery and even . tooth pulling. . 
They do it to this day to a iimited extent. 
They must meet whatever emergency 
arises. Chronic difficulties can be turned 
over to the specialist. 

The specialist first appeared in Europe, 
where population centralized earlier than 
it did here, All the specialists have been 
developed within the time Dr. Gregory has 
been in practice. America developed the 
doctor of dentistry. Now dentistry itself 
is specialized. America has led in mechani- 
cal appliances for dental work.

ISS FLORENCE TATE of Granite City, probably the smallest woman 
in Illinois, and a helpless cripple since her birth, is one of the most active 
of the workers for the building of the mew First Methodist Episcopal 


Church of Granite City.

HEN lifted from the rolling chair 
in which her days are spent, Flor- 
ence Tate is barely two feet in 

height. She is 82 years old, and weighs 
but 36 pounds, She has never walked. 

To ply needle and thimble is no easy 
task for Florence Tate. Both her arms 
have been broken, the right one so often 
that it 4s limp and useless, and her right 
hand is no more than a prop for the work 
which the busy left hand has been taught, 
wich much pain, to do. 

Yet so rapidly have the tireless fingers 
moved that the furniture in the small home 
of the Tate family at Twenty-first and B 
streets, in Granite City, is draped with 
embroidery. The walls of the sitting room 
are covered with paintings, in which roses, 
carnations, pansies and wild flowers are 
the favorite themes. All are the work of 
the crippled sister, and are only specimens 
of the articles which are to be found in 
many Granite City homes. 

When ladies commenced to wear em- 
Droideread collars a few months ago, a 
@ource of some profit was opened to Fior- 
@nce Tate. She could make and embroider 
‘two collars a day by the most steady effort, 
and pome of these could be sold for a dollar 
or more, while others brought smaller 
prices. This was more than she had been 
able to make from handkerohiefs and other 
work which she had formerly done, and she 

since devoted her time to collars, for 
hich she finds a steady demand among 
her’ neighbors. 

When the co gation of the First Meth- 
odist Church ere? tired of the old ‘‘Kinder 
meeting house,”’ in which they had wor- 
shipped foy,@ years, Miss Tate, who is a 
fervent Methodist and a constant attendant 
on the church services, was one of the 
firs declare in favor of a new church. 

“Twill help raise the money,” said she, 
when asked where the funds were to come 
from. “I will sell my work, and will give 
one-third of my receipts to the church. 
If I can’t make enough that way, I will

solicit gifts from my friends outside the 
congregation.”’ 

She was as good as her word. Before the 
drawing of the architect’s plans had com- 
menced, her left hand was busy with the 
needle. en ground was broken on New 
Year’s day, a contribution of $5 fell into tha 
offering box as it passed the cripple’s iow 
ohair. 

“She hath done, what she could,”” com- 
menfei Pastor J. W. Abel when he learned 
of the gift.

Since the New Year’s day when she was 
wheeled to the ground breaking ceremony, 
Florence Ttate has busily employed the five 
fingers which are her sole capital in work- 
ing handkerchiefs, collars and other em- 
broldered articles. 


Her next contribution to the church build- 
ing fund will be made a few weeks hence, 
when the cornerstone ig to be laid at the 
church lot on Twentieth and D streets. 

Miss Tate’s work with the needle shows 
no trace of the difficulty under which she 
labors. It is delicate and tasteful, and 
would attract favorable comment in com- 
parison with any of the articles of fancy 
work usually found in stores. 


In painting Miss Tate has been most 
successful with flowers. When painting 
or doing embroidery work on a large scale, 
she uses an j easel designed especially to be 
attached toi her tiny chair. 


Granite City has no more convincing 
preacher of the gospel of good cheer than 
Florence Tate. None of the friends who 
visit her and whom she visits has heard 
her complain of her let. For others te 
complain of petty vexations tn her pres- 
ence seems so inappropriate that she has 
unconsciously taught more than one lesson 
in self-control. 

In all but the worst weather her absence 
from church is the rarest of occurrences.

One of 
the first things I remember was falling 
from a high chair and breaking my arm. 
Since then I have broken all my Jimbs, and 
my right arm has been broken so often that 
I have lost all use of my hand. 
» The doctors have told my parents ‘that I 
could never have walked, even if my limbs 
had not been broken. I had spinal trouble 
at a very early age, and it has prevented 
me from growing. 

My parents were advised not to send me 
to school, but I wanted to be with other 
children and to learn to read and writs. 
When I had learned these Branches and 
had broken my arms and one of my legs in 
falls from my carriage in going to and 
from the schoolhouse, I gave up school, 
and all the education I have had since has 
come from reading books and papers and in 
the training I have received in painting 
and fancy work. I took regular painting 
lessons from a teacher, but learned fancy 
work from friends. 

Besides persons whom I have known in 
Indiana, I corespond with a number of per- 
sons whom I have become acquainted with 
through the Epworth League paper and 
through the National Tribune of the 
G. A. R. 

A good many little persons, some of them 
attractions in museums, have come to se6, 
me, and I correspond with some of them. 
Nearly all of them have one advantage of 
me—they can walk. But my friends are so 
kind in wheeling me wherever I want to 
go that I have missed this privilege as 
little as one could. 

I have been offered places in museums, 
but have refused, not so much from any 
sensitiveness as from a dislike to traveling 
on Sundays or appearing in shows on that 
day, and from my wish to stay with my 
mother and sisters. 


I joined the Methodist Church in Vin- 
cennes when I was a. little girl—little in 
years as well as in inches—and I was a 
charter member of the first Epworth 
League that was formed there. I was one 
of the vice-presidents of the league in our 
church last year. 

Sq many have asked me for my photo- 
graph that I could not afford. to give them 
to all, and I have for a few years fol- 
lowed the plan of selling them for % cents 
each. My profits from the sale of the pic- 
tures until the church is built, as well 
as one-third of what I receive fur neediec- 
work,. will go to the church.

Island Sound appreach to New York City. 
If ihe squadron gains the sound {t will still 
have to run the gauntlet of the forts near- 
er to New York—Fort Schuyler and Fort 
Slocum, and the defenses at Davic's Isl- 
and and on Willard’s Point. 


Since Rear Admiral Higginson, command-, 
er of the North Atlantic Squadron, is to 
direct the water end of the war game, 
the commander , of the department of the 
East would, logical'y, and by courtesy, 
have the direction of .the land forces.

The authorized stock issue of the Canad- 
fan Pacific is $127,500,000, but only $96,171,-

This was repai‘ 
out of bond and land sale receipts through 
Sir William C. Van Horne’s fine business 
management. 


‘HILL’ AND HIS ROADS 


HE boy who was a4 clerk in a wharf- 
3 boat office in St. Louis 4 years 

ago is now building two 0of 
the largest steamships in the 
world for use in the Oriental trade his 
foresight has developed. He is worth more 
than $50,000,000. He is at the head of 18,250 
miles of railroad employing 40,000 employes 
and paying them $24,000,000 annually. The 
rolling stock he controls would make a 
train 670 miles long. The tracks of his 
three roads, the Great Northern, Burling- 
ton and Northern Pacific cross the states of 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, Mis- 
sourl, Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, Wyom- 
ing, South. Dakota, North Dakota, Mon- 
tana, Idaho, “Washington and Oregon: and 
the province of Manitoba. 

This Scotch-Irish son of a, Wellington 
County farmer in Ontario was educated for 
the Presbyterian ministry, but went to 
work for the St. Louis, Dubuque & St. 
Paul Packet Co. at St. Paul for $3 a week 
when 15. years old, on the death of iis 
father He was in the St. Paul office and 
at Dubuque before hé arrived in St. Louis 
in 1858. He was born in 1838 so he was 20 
years old when he came here. He went in- 
to the civil war, and, when it was al! over, 
he became the St. Paul agent of the steam- 
boat company for which he worked in St. 
Louis. St. Paul was a village. There was 
not a mile of railroad in the state. 

The first road was 10 miles long. It ran 
from the levee in St. Paul to 8t. Anthony. 
Hill became the agent and Went. into the 
wood fuel business, delivering the fuel over 
the new line. The Northwestern Fuel, Co. 
of that day is still in business. 

St, Paul was the shipping point of the 
Hudson Bay Co. for its peltries. They 
wére hauled in carts from Winnepeg. Hiil 
being originally a ‘Canadian, felt a natura! 
interest in Manitoba, of Which Winnepeg is 
now the eapital. It 6¢curred to him that the 
carrying trede of the Red river of the 
North could be @eveloped. He had made a 
sufficient profit out of the fuel business 
which’ developed into the sale sf soal as 


. Well aa. wood,.and.he ordered. boilers. and 


machinery from the East for a steamboat, 
the Selkirk, which he built for the Red 
river trade. 

The Hudson Ray Co. had a steamer on 
the Red River of the North, and it did not 
like to have its carrying monopoly cut into. 
There was a conference and a combination. 

Hill had established a line of stages to 
connect with the Selkirk, and this line was 
taken into the combination also. The Red 
River Transportation Co. reeulted. 

The consolidation was made in 1872. The 
St. Paul « Pacific Railroad, the 10-mile line, 
had extended to Breckenridge, the state 
boundary. 

Looking after his transportation interest 
in winter Hill made sledge journeys with 
dogs and walking journeys with wagons. 
He got to know the great Northwest as he 
once Knew the streets of St. Louis leading 
to the levee. He became a Northwest en- 
thusiast. He was a bore on the subject. 
He would talk of nothing else. 

Rut he was sowing seed. He was adver- 
tising his coming business. The St. Paul 
& Pacific had 437 miles of badly pballasted 
and terribly neglected track by this time. 
The mortgage on the road was more than 
the light and rusting rails could. carry. 
Holland capitalists had grown weary of 
waiting for interest. A financial damper

The old road was $33,000,000 in debt, The 
new was capitalized at $30,000,00 a mile.

as the road extended. Operating up to the 
last mile of constructed track there was 
busifvess for the rdéad from the start, and 
not a Gividend was passed or a dollar of 
interest 4efauited. 

The old roliing stock, the little engines 
with the woodburning stacks, were kept 
in service for Hill When his road was done, 
spent $5,000,000 more t@ finish it, He graded 
it so that the little emgines could do the 
hauling of light traing and the big ones 
he put on later when @oal mines were 
opened, could do the hauling of heavy 
ones. He was the pioneer tm the art of 
saving by spending that the Union Pacific 
had to come to and the Baltimore & Ohio 
adopted before Mr. Hill left that road to go 
into the Burlington. Now every road in 
the country is cutting grades and straight-

Hill was the inventor of the system that

He taught the 
farmers to pack shingles thick and thin 
ends together to get more shingles tnto 
the same space than Were gotten,under the 
old system. He was a heliever and is p 
believer in giving ,the public the lowest 
freight rate possiblé té give without wait- 
ing for competition to come and get the

He found the wheat crop of the West in 
little demand because there was no Orten- 
tal consumption. He sent men to China 
and Japan to see if the products of wheat 
might not be sold to take the place of rice. 
He found it was afl a question of cheap- 
ness in delivery. He made an arrangement 
with a Japanese steampship company to 
carry floor out and bring back that which 
eould be useti for Great Northern eastern 
freight. The Great Northern made wheat 
more valuable and the men along its right 
of way more prosperous and got itself a 
western business as well as an eastern for 
it still carries grain east. It costs only 
$1.% to lay a bartel of Minnesota flour 
down in Valadevostock. Russia cannot lay 
a barrel of Russian flour down there for 
less than $4.2.

The Oriental demand for American grain 
and American goods has been so great tnat

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bridge ts the height of a six-story building. 

Six thousand miles of road are included 
in the finally completed Great Northern 
system. Mr. Hill himself is the moving 
spirit. He personally hires and discharges 
many of the employes. He lets no senti- 
ment enter into the giving of employment. 
He has fewer strikes than other roads. 
But the strike he did have was won through 
a man who had as much firmness as Mr. 
Hill himself, Eugene V. Debbs. He was 
able to bring Mr. Hill to his knees and 
force compliance with the terms under 
which settlement was made. 


Far-seeing in financial conditions of a 
national character Mr. Hill smelled ut 
the approach of the panic of 1893 as early 
as 1890. He never drew any salary himself, 
but he asked those who drew salaries to 
submit to cuts. Section hands were cut 16 
cents a day. When 1908 came along Mr. 
Hill had $30,000,000 saved up against the 
rainy day that the repeal of the Sherman 
law and the Barring failure precipitated. 

Much of this money was lent to relieve 
the strain in the Northwest territory and 
the strain of the Great Northérn, incident- 
ally, Lord Roberts has every available 
dollar invested in the Great Northern.

When thé dividend was voted in 1893, as 
usual, Hill said: ‘‘We must keep faith with 
the old ladies.”

‘When in St. Louls the other day to look 
after his Burlington interests here and buy 
a piece of the Third National Bank and see 
what the city is doing, Mr. Hill spoke of the 
need for deep water to the Gulf so that 
steamboats can relieve the congestion of the 
railroads at certain seasons of the year. 
Since the Burlington is to make St. Louis 
so important a point on its map it is not 
at all unlikely that Mr. Hill's large infiu- 
ence will be used to restore the Mississippi 
to its old-time ‘mportance. His rond is in- 
terested in the St. Louis steel barge line, a 
recent experiment that only needs a little 
more water between St. Louls and Cairo 
to make it a success. 

Mr. Hill's son, James N. Hill, is president 
of the Spokane & Northern division proper- 
ties. The son Lewis is vice-president *of 
the Bastern Minnesota divisions. They 
have not been spared in their drilling in the 
Hill school of railroading. They are obliged 
like everybody else to bend to the system.
